|Text | Tokyo, 25 Nov (KYODO)--Japan and the Soviet Union opened negotiaticns here Tuesday to 
wet next year's fishery quotas inside each other's 200-mile zone, a Foreign Minsitry official 
uwaid., The negotiations relate to the length of extension and terms of provisional agree- 
mente due to expire at the end of this year. 


The Foreign Ministry spokesman said Japan would propose the maximum possible extension of the 
two agreementsa--one regulating Japanese fishi:g inside the Soviet northwes ern Pacific 
200-mile zone, and the other regulating Soviet fishing ineide Japan's 200-mile zone. The 
offictal presumed that the Soviets would probably call for a one-year extension. 


linder the existing agreement, Japan's 1980 catch quota for Alaska pollack in set at 750,000 
metric tons, and Japan will adhere to this, the offical indicated. Under the present accord, 
the Soviets’ 1980 catch quota for sardines and mackerel is set at 650,000 tons, but they will 
probably demand that the two countries’ quotas be equal, the official said. 


The negotiations tollow an evaluation of! ery resources in the northwestern Pacific by the 
Russo-Japanese fisheries commission and by the commission on their scientific and 
technological cooperation Last week.

USSR-JAPAN AGREEMENT ON 1981 FISHING QUOTAS REACHED

{Text ] Tokyo, 28 Nov (KYODO)--Japan and the Soviet Union Thursday reached je facto agreement 
on their total 1981 catch quotas inside each other's 200-mile zones with unusual rapidity, 
government sources said Friday. The accord came as both delegations sought the same total 
haul quotas for 1981 as for 1980, and they approved each others’ proposal, in terms of total 
quantity, during the third-day session of bilateral negotiations on fishery quotas in 

Tokyo. The Soviets asked for a catch of 650,000 tons and the Japanese 750,000 tons. 


The sources said it was the first time in the long history of Russo-Jepanese fishery quota 
negotiations that agreement has been reached so soon. The speed surprised Japanese of fi- 
Clals, according to the sources. 


The sources said differences in catch quotas for individual species, fishing season and 
fishing grounds remain to be adjusted in subsequent negotiations. 


Despite their agreement on total catch quotas, the two delegations differed somewhat in 
quotas for individual species. The Japanese sought a 300-000-metric ton quota for Alaska 
pollack, against the 1980 quota of 290,000 tons, whereas the Soviets offt«red 270,000 tons. 
The Japanese asked for a lower quota of flounder, perch and Pacific cod, while the Soviets 
proposed no change in quotas for these species. The sources said the Soviets sought 
520,000 tons in combined sardine and mackerel quotas, up 20,000 tons from 1980. The 
Japanese, on the other hand, proposed 420,000 tons--235,000 tons of sardines and 185,000 
tons of mackerel. The Soviets sought a 10,000-ton quota fir Alaska pollack against the 

30 ,000-ton quota given in 1980. The Japanese offered 30,000 tons.

Managing Director of the Samakki Cold Storage Co Mr Thira Ua-arimit, said yesterday that 
hie company was to make 4 15 miilion baht investment in the new fishing venture in Chinese 
waters. Preliminary negotiations between the Thai firm and Chinese officials on the deal 
have proved encouraging. “The Chinese are very interested in the proposition and have 
tentatively allowed a fleet of 20 fishing trawlers to fish in their territorial waters,” 
Mr Thira sald. 


Informed sources in the fishing industry, meanwhile, said that Foreign Minister Sitthi 
Saweteila last week told 4 group of fishing business group from Samut Sakhon that negotia- 
tions may soon start with Vietnam for Thai fishing travlers to operate in Vietnamese waters.

OFFICTAL ON BANGLADESH FISHING TALKS FAILURE 
BK300140 Bangkok NATION REVIEW in English 30 Nov 80 p 1 


[Text| Director general of the Fisheries Department, Commander Sawang Chareonphon 
said the Thai-Bangladesh negotiations to renew the fishery agreement failed after 
Bangladesh authorities claimed that the joint venture did not benefit their 
reople. “They said only the privileged participated in the venture and the major- 
ity received no benefit," Sawang explained. 


The two countries had signed a one-year agreement in 1978, providing for joint 
venture fishing in the Bay of Bengal. The agreement expired on October 31. Nego- 
tiatione will be held again in Bangkok early next year, Sawang said, adding that 
until a new agreenent is concluded Thai fishing trawlers will have to fish in 
other waters. 


He aleo disclosed that while negotiations were going on, the Bangladesh press 
had reported that country would come up with a “new formula” buc nothing new had 
been proposed. “The new formula might be proposed in the next meeting in Bang- 
kok,” he explained. 


He said the Thai delegation, headed by Deputy Prime Minister Maj Gen Praman 
Adirekean, had sought the release of five Thai fishing trawlers now detained 

in Bangladesh. “The Bangladesh authorities said they would consider the request.” 
But Sawang said that there was no hope for the refund of seven million baht 

from Bangladesh reaulting from the overestimation on the value of catches by 

Thai trawlers. 


Thal fishermen will have to seek joint ventures with other countries such as 
China and Vietnam, he said.

TORRES STRAIT BAN-~-Townaville.--The Federal Government has warned north Queensland 
fishing boate to stay out of an area in Torres Strait. It is believed that the 
Papua New Guinea Government has backed up the Australian direction by sending sur- 
veillance boate into the Bramble Bay area. Fishermen fear that an international 
incident may be sparked if either the Australian or the Papua New Guinea govern- 
mente try to enforce what the fishermen regard as an illegal direction.

INDIA TO JOIN INTERNATIONAL WHALING BODY 
Madras THE HINDU in English 30 Oct 80 p 7 
[Text] New Delhi, Oct. 29, 


India will become a party to the international conventions on regulation of com- 
mercial whaling and become a member of the International Whaling Commission (IWC) 
according to a decision taken by the Union Government on Tuesday. 


Though India is not engaged in commercial whaling, the position today is that if 
it decides to engage itself later, as a non-participant to the conventions, such 
activity will amount to piracy in whaling. 


Both to remove this prospective disability and to benefit from the research and 
development efforte in respect of whaling which holds out great prospects for the 
production of whale oil as an important product for the pharmaceutical industry 
and an item in international trade, the Government decided to become a member of 
the IWC. 


The IWC an inter-governmental organisation, was set up in 1946 with headquarters 
in Britain. Whales are regarded as an endangered species. 


The IWC is building up a close surveillance system on piracy in whaling. It has 
proposed a total ban on whaling in the waters of the Indian Oczan upto 55 degrees 
south for the next 10 years. [as published] The IWC will be carrying out a mid- 
term review during this 10-year period of the whale stocks. 





By virtue of their sizes, locations and importance, India and China are likely to 
play a prominent role in international whaling. Commercial whaling ‘° being car- 
ried on from Brazi!, Chile, Denmark, Iceland, Japan, the Republic ‘a, Peru, 
Spain and the Soviet Union. 


Efforts are being made to pursue other countries engaged in commerc... whaling like 
China and Portugal to join the convention and assist in the conservation of the 
whale stock.

EXPERTS DISCUSS BAY OF BENGAL RESOURCES 
Madras THE HINDU in English 13 Nov 80 p 9 


[Text] Oceanographically and biologically the Bay of Bengal is a special sea with 
abundant resources but the tappings from it are relatively inadequate. For an 
efficient harvesting of renewable biological resources of the sea, national coopera- 
tion is necessary, according to Dr. A. Lindquist, a fisheries expert from Sweden. 


Dr. Lindquist, who visited the Bay of Bengal Programme (BOBP), Madras, along with 
representatives of SIDA (Swedish International Development Authority) and FAO, 
said in an interview on Tuesday, that an indepth analysis leading to evolution 

of modalities in sharing the resources would serve as a valuable guide for such 
international ventures. [as published] 


BOBP's Projects 


The various developmenta! programmes of BOBP were oriented towards the improvement 
in the socia! structureof small fishermen, he said. 


Mre. Elsa Liljeberg, SIDA section head, said though SIDA had been actively support- 
ing many development projects in several countries, BOBP was their biggest venture 
in the agriculture and fisheries sector. 


The five-year BOBP executed by FAO, was wholly funded by SIDA to the tune of 20.2 
million Swedish Marks (Rs. 4 crores). The member-countries participated in the 
programme by offering technical staff, infrastructural and operational facilities, 
she said. The prime motive of SIDA was technological development and their effec- 
tive dissemination amongst the operative community. 


SIDA plans to launch a fisheries integrated development project in Andhra Pradesh, 
in coordination with the Central Government, Mrs. Liljeberg said. 


Mr. P. Gurtner, chief of Fishery Technology Service, FAO, Rome, said that for more 
realistic, conducive and economic use and management of fish resources in the Bay 
of Bengal, there should be coordination at international level. 


The group countries should jointly act in carefully assessing and monitoring stocks 
in their zones and at the same time avoid duplication of such efforts. 


International shariag of fish resources, bound by certain regulations, is a popular 
concept in the African coasts but for various reasons there is not much scope for 
it in the Bay of Bengal conditions.

Dr. L. 0. Engvall, Programme Director, BOBP, Madras said that BOBP had been suc: 
cessful in bringing out two types of intermediate fishing craft for conditions on

TWELVE-MLLE TERRITORIAL SEA LIMIT DEEMED ACCEPTABLE 
International Consensus Noted 
Sao Paulo FOLHA DE SAO PAULO in Portuguese 26 Oct 80 p 16 


[Text] Brasilias-Senator Milton Cabral (PDS [Social Democratic Party]-PB [Paraiba]) , 
representative of the Federal Senate at the Third Conference on the Law of the Sea 
held in Geneva recently, said the international inclination is for signing a con- 
vention establishing the territorial limit at 12 miles, plus 188 miles that would 
be considered an exclusive economic zone, 


He revealed that at the conference it became clear that the basic issue for rational 
development of natural resources existing im the water, the bed and the subsoil of 
the sea is reconciliation of the vast interests characterized by the division be- 
tween developed ard developing countries, "The policy for exploiting the sea has 
aspects of its own, the understanding between the Soviet Union and the United States 
in this sector being a conspicuous one," Milton Cabral pointed out, 


According to the POS senator, developing countries belonging to the so-called "Group 
of 77" resisted this domination, however, and are forcing the signing of a law-of- 
the-sea convention. The main purpose of this charter, advises Senator Milton Cabral, 
will be "to provide for distributing benefits to all countries, regardless of geo- 
graphic location, whether coastal or landlocked, always bearing in mind the situa- 
tion of the most needy." 


He revealed that the text proposed for the future sea convention will assure the 
soverignty of the coastal state over, besides its territory and its domestic waters, 
the adjacent strip of ocean given the name of territorial sea, this sovereignty ex- 
tending to the air space and to the bed and subsoil of the sea, Each state has the 
right to establish the width of its territorial see up to a limit of 12 nautical 
miles measured from the base line, which is the point of low tide along the coast, 


"With acceptance of this formula by nearly all the states," Senator Milton Cabral 
stresses, "any insistence or disagreeing position by the reduced number of states 
supporting the 200-mile limit would be a political fiction." 


The solution to be adopted--12 miles of territorial sea plus 188 miles of exclusive 
economic zone--is, according to the senator from Paraiba, extremely sensible, inas- 
much as it responded to the demands of an economic nature from those who want a 
200-mile limit without, however, impeding legitimate use of sea waters by other 
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nations, as long as it does not involve economic exploitation related to freedom 
of navigation, 


He asserts that "the laws and jurisdictions concerning this 188-mile zone are 
similar, from the economic aspect, to what the Brazilians wanted to obtain with the 
200-mile limit." This convention will be "a sanctioned and concrete advantage, in 
comparison to the existing position, which, being neither recognized nor respected, 
had neither validity nor security," 


Cabral claims that, with the exclusive zone, Brazil, in its 2.5 million square 
kilometers that comprise its 200-mile coastal strip, will be able "to install and 
operate artificial islands, carry out any scientific research it wishes, provide for 
protection and preservation of the ocean environment according to its ow) priorities, 
exploit and extract for its own exclusive benefit the natural, biological or mineral 
resources, among others," 


The proviso in connection with this zone is that the coastal nation will have to 
respect some rights and duties of other states, In it, all nations, be they coastal 
or landlocked, enjoy, subject to the conditions imposed by the convention, freedom 
of navigation and overflight and of placing underwater cables and other uses, such 
as those connected with operating ships, aircraft, etc, The coastal state will 
promote the use of live resources of the exclusive economic zone, without prejudice 
to measures for conserving such resources, 


"The coastal state," Senator Milton Cabral reports, "will determine its own capacity 
for catching live resources, but whenever it does not take the entire permissible 
catch it will have to grant access to other states to exploit the unused quota; 

that is, so that others may make up the total of the catch recommended as optimum 
by studies of international, regional or subregional agencies, although under previ- 
ous authorization," 


Acceptable to Brazil

[Text] Rio de Jaueiro--Clovis Ramalhete, general counsel of the republic, asserted 
in Rio yesterday that Brazil may ratify the treaty that reestablished its territo~ 
rial sea at 12 miles “even with relish," promising that national interests will 

be fully preserved. 


Principal supporter of the 200-mile limit in the decade of the Sixties, Ramalhete 
said that in no way is he considered affected by the fact that his idea has been re- 
jected by the government where he fulfills the function of general counsel, 


"Brazil .as guaranteed private scientific exploration, economic exploitation and 
jurisdictional power over the territorial sea," he said, “and this is a triumph. 
Our objective was always economic; we always had in mind the petroleum, cobalt, 
nickel, gold and manganese nodules of Amapa, of the territorial waters, and this 
is assured by the new treaty. The wording that is being used by the sponsors of 
the idea is that of a giveaway; it speaks better to the interests of international 
agencies," 
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The strategic aspect, according to Clovis Ramalhete, ceased to have major impor- 
tance with the modernization of naval warfare techniques, 


Ramalhete was in Rio to speak about “peaceful solution of international contro- 
versies" at the Naval War College.

ROJAS COMMENTS ON 200-MILE MARITIME ZONE 


PY291439 Santiago Chile Domestic Service in Spanish 1000 GMT 29 Nov 80 


[Text] Foreign Minister Rene Rojas has pointed out that international practice has now 
confirmed the Chilean thesis of a 200-mile maritime zone. The minister was speaking at 
a ceremony at which the Chilean Society of International Law made him an honorary member. 
The subject of his speech was the Chilean Foreign Ministry, our maritime jurisdiction 
and the new law of the sea. 


He reminded those present that the first declaration of a 200-mile maritime zone was 

made by Chile through a presidential declaration of 23 June 1947. It ws then a question 
of preserving, developing and exploiting the maritime fauna and flora to which the coastal 
countries have a right. Foreign Minister Rojas stressed that the Chilean declaration has 
a very great political significance at the present time when the 200-mile maritime zone 
has become part of international law, not only through universal consensus but also 
through permanent and generalized state practice. The minister stated that even the big 
original enemies of the declaration, such as the Soviet Union, Japan and the United 
States, have now adopted it. 


He said that internetional recognition of the 200-mile maritime zone means for the 

country the consolidation of an area of jurisdiction which more than doubles the territory, 
properly speaking--that is, Chile's continental, insular and Antarctic territories. He 
explained that the maritime zone has enormous wealth which has converted Chile into the 
fourth or fifth fishing country of the world, in addition to contributing to overcoming 

its petroleum shortage. He also pointed out that maritime exploitation offers highly 
favorable prospects for exploitation of the so-called manganese nodules which are rich 

in minerals.

TERRITORTAL WATERS CONCEPT SEEN LOSING SUPPORT

[Text] Although sanctions on a certain type of fishing in our waters are being 
discussed and adopted and reports are filed concerning the extinction of some spe- 
cies because of overfishing, nothing substantive is said in newspapers or political 
circles about how the doctrine of the 200-mile territorial limit has been abandoned 
and distorted by the Ministry of Foreign Relations since the time of Morales Bermudez. 
Actually, the doctrine, in which our country pioneered, is apparently being surrep- 
titiously replaced by the position of the 200-mile exclusive economic zone, to the 
obvious detriment of our rights. 


These are two different concepts which naturally have different projections. 
"Territorial waters" indicate that area of the sea adjacent to the coastline of a 
nation and over which the nation exercises sovereignty and jurisdiction. It includes 
the ocean floor and subsoil in the area as well as the air space above it. 


On the other hand, “exclusive economic zone" means that area of the sea adjacent to 
the coastline of a nation and over which that nation exercises its rights with re- 
gard to both organic and inorganic natural resources found on the surface of the 
water, in the body of water, on the ocean floor and in the subsoil. 


The nation exercises limited sovereignty over the exclusive economic zone, but full 
sovereignty over territorial waters, just as within its own territory. Those who, 
on the international level, maintain the position of the 200-mile exclusive economic 
zone generally agree that only 12 miles of that limit constitute the coastal na- 
tion's territorial waters. 


Peruvian Position 


Until World War II, territorial waters were generally considered to be the area ad- 
jacent to the coastline of a nation as far out as 3 to 12 miles. The major politi- 
cal, military, economic, technological and other changes that have taken place in 
the meantime gave rise to modifications in that criterion. Beginning in 1945, 

a series of unilateral, regional and continental declarations extended -- partially 
or totally -- the jurisdiction of nations a much greater distance. 
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Among these pronouncements are the proclamations of President Truman, made on 

26 September 1945. One of these declared that resources on the ocean floor and 

in the subsoil of the continental shelf belonged to the United States. Another 
established conservation zones in areas of the high sea contiguous to ite coast 

and subjected fishing activities to that country's control and regulation. Uni- 
lateral declarations were then made by Mexico (29 October 1945), Panama (3 January 
1946), Argentina (11 October 1946) and Chile (23 June 1947), concerning their rights 
over the ocean adjacent to their coaste. 


Peru formulated its position on 1 August 1947 through Supreme Decree No 781, signed 
by President Jose Luis Sustamante y Rivero and Minister of Foreign Relations Enrique 
Garcia Sayan. 


In that declaration, our country extended our national sovereignty and jurisdiction 
out to a Limit of 200 miles from the maritime coast. The designation of "territorial 
waters" assigned to the zone was explained as follows by Dr Bustamante y Rivero: 

"It is argued that the text of the 1947 decree does not explicitly mention the ex- 
pression ‘territorial waters.' However, I would recall that in technical matters, 
things are not only identified by name, but also by the mention of the essential 
qualities inherent in their nature. Although the text may not have used the literal 
phrase ‘territorial waters,' repeated use was made, in the preliminary clauses and 
in the provisions, in concepts concerning attributes or characteristics inherent 

in the new 200-mile belt, of certain legal terme which I have already mentioned 
above, to wit, ‘sovereignty’ and ‘dominion,’ which typically correspond to whatever 
belonge to or is owned by the state and is part of it, and consequently, to that 
which, in legal language, makes up that newly created maritime zone as veritable 
‘territorial waters.'" ("Political Doctrine of the 200 Miles," pp 19 and 26, 

Edit. P. L. Villanueva, Lima). 


That criterion has been used in various and successive legal provisions such as the 
Petroleum Law of 11 March 1952, the Declaration on the Maritime Zone of Peru, Chile 
and Ecuador of 18 August 1952, the Organic Navy Law of 6 February 1961, the Civil 
Aeronautics Law of 11 November 1965, the Waters Law of 24 July 1969, the General 
Fishing Law of 25 March 1971, the General Mining Law of 8 June 1971, and so on. 


Obvious Deterioration 


The Peruvian position has nevertheless suffered obvious harm in recent years because 
clear emphasis has not been placed, in official documents, on our doctrine of the 
200-mile territorial waters. This detrimental ambiguity began with the Tupac Amaru 
Plan, revealed by the government of General Morales Bermudez on 9 October 1977. 
This was pointed out by former minister of the navy and author of the book "E] 
Peruvian Mar y Sus Limites" [Peruvian Waters and Their Limits], RAdm Guillermo 
Faura Gaig, in a letter published by the periodical MARKA on 27 October 1977. In 
the letter, he stated that that government plan modified the respective bill and 
Peruvian tradition and no longer spoke of the "200-mile territorial waters," but 
rather, simply of “promoting actions aimed at establishing a new law of the sea, 
particularly through the consolidation of the position of the 200 miles and reaf- 
firming the principle of permanent sovereignty of nations over their natural re- 
sources." As a result, the Peruvian position could be confused with that of other 
nations maintaining different positions, such as that of the “patrimonial waters" 
and the “exclusive economic zone." 
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Thie attitude seems to have been affected by debates at the Third UN Conference 
on the Law of the Sea, whose four periods of sessions took place between December 
1973 and May 1976 and at which, while the 200-mile distance gained ground as an 
outeide limit, one could observe great differences with respec’. to sovereignty 
within that area. Some supported the position of the territorial watere while 
others defended that of the economic zone, whether exclusive or regional, and 
within whose ephere the territorial waters were confined to 12 miles or more, but 
at any rate, under 200 miles. 


It ahould be noted that Chile, whose position on the 200-mile territorial waters 
had been in agreement with that of Peru since 1947, changed ‘te attitude during the 
1970's and at the Third UN Law of the Sea Conference, tended to favor the exclusive 
economic zone. 


1979 Conatitution 


When thia matter wae debated at the Constituent Assembly of 1978, there was a heated 
controversy betwee those demanding that the new charger should cleariy express the 
Peruvian position of the 200-mile territorial waters and those who considered such 
explicit wording unnecessary. Finally, the following text (Article 980): “The 
nation's maritime dominion includes the ocean adjacent to its coasts, as well as 

the ocean floor an! subsoil, out to a distance of 200 nautical miles measured from 
the baselines established by law. In its maritime dominion, Peru exercises sover- 
eignty and jurtediction, without prejudice to freedom of international communica- 
tion, based on the law and international agreements ratified by the republic.” 


It has been said that this text constitutes in practice a ratification of the Peru- 
vian doctrine of the 200-mile territorial waters. But there are those, like 

Dr Alberto Rulz Eldredge, who have severely criticized a text they consider to be 
vague and insipid and which in addition, apparently subjects the mar time dominion 
to international accords, which is inadmissible. ("La Constitucion Comentada,"

EXPLOSIVES BANNED IN FISHING 
Kuwait AL-QABAS in Arabic 4 Oct 80 p 2 


[Article: "Allowable and Prohibited Means of Fishing Set Down; Use of Explosives 
for Fishing in Territorial Waters Banned"|] 


[Text] In a set of ministerial directives Minister of Public Works Mr Muhammad 
Yusuf ab'Adasani eet down the ways to be used in catching and cultivating 

fieh and [other] marine life. He also set down the materials whose use is 
prohibited in fishing in territorial waters. In addition, he established the 
minimum measurements of the holes in the fishing nets that are used in catching 


shrimp. 


Minieter ak'Adasaii charged a group of specialists in the ministry with the task 
of supervising implementation of these decisions. 


These measures seek to achieve the highest grades of precision in the application 
of the Fish Resoutces Protection Lav. 


Allowable Wave of Fishing 


With regard to new ways of fishing and fish and marine life husbandry, the law 
prohibited the use of or the experimentation with fishing methods and gear that were 
new and had not been used before in Kuwait's territorial waters, unless a prior 
permit is obtained from Fish Resources Control in the Ministry of Public Works. The 
law also prohibited the use of new ways of fishing and other marine life husbandry. 
The law stipulated that those who violated the provisions of this law would be 
punished. 


Explosives Banned in Fishing 


The [minister's] directive also banned the use of explosives, poisonous and 
anesthetic materials, harpoons, electricity, firearms, fishhooks and angling in 
catching fish and other marine life in the territorial waters. The decision 
stipulated that anyone who violated the provisions of this decision would be 
punished. 
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Fishing Net Hole Measurements 


Another decision set down the sinimum measurements of the holes in the fishing 
nete that are used in cetching shrimp. The directive urged all shriap fishermen 
who fish in Kuwait's territorial waters to abide by thie decision as follows: 


* The (al-Kufah) shrimp fishing net which is ueed by traditional Kuwaiti fishing 
vessels. The legal measurements for the holes in the net are W millimeters and 
over. 


* The shrimp towing net which ie used by the vessels of the United Kuwaiti Fish 
Company: 40 millimetere and over. 


Agencies concerned with the application of these provisions decided to grant 
(fishermen) a period of time until the end of January 1981 when the fishing nets 
that are now in use will have been worn out. These would then be replaced by 
fishing nets that conform to the legal measurements that are indicated. Everyone 
who violates the provisions of this law will suffer the penalties that are set down 
in the law. 


Inepection and Control of Violations 


The minister of public works charged a few employees who specialize in monitoring 
fish resources with the task of gonitoring the implementation of the law and the 
mandatory ministerial directives. These employees are: Mahmud Husayn al-'‘As'usi, 
fish resources inspector; Nabil Mustafa Abu Shalib, assistant inepector; ‘Adnan 
Ghanim Saqr 11-Ghanim, chief of the Fishing Methods and Gear Branch, ‘Abdallah 

Salih al-Huddah, Muhammad Hasan Bagir and Jabir Sayyid ‘Ali, marine life researchers 
in the Fish Resources Control; ‘Adnan Khalifah al-Rashud, chief of the Fish Census 
Branch; and Muhammad Jawwad ‘Abbas Qalli, captain of the research vessel, Sabah. 


These employees will carry out inepection activities, and they will have command 
over the violations that occur in the provisions of the law and the directives 
that carry it out. To control the aforementioned violations there employees may 
board ships, enter fisheries, warehouses, stores and places where marine life t+ 
located. [They may also have access to) fishing devices and administrations. They 
have the right to request and to inepect permits, books and papers pertaining to 
the matter. They may seize ships, marine life, devices and tools that are in 
violation of the law and the directives that were issued to implement the law. 
They may write the necessary reports and turn them over to the specialized investi- 
gative authorities. They may seek the assistance of the public police, and they 
aleo have the right, with the permission of the specialized authorities, to sell 
the fish and the marine life that aay spoil and to deposit the proceeds in the 
court's treasury until settlement regarding the violation is reached.

NEW REGULATIONS ISSUED ON TUNA FISHING 
Accra GHANATAN TIMES in English 12 Nov 80 pp 1, 3

[Excerpt) New fisheries regulations now make it mandatory for foreign tuna 
fishermen operating in Ghanaian waters to pay a licence fee of 150 US dollar per 
tonne of the grose tonnage of the vessel used or surrender ten per cent of the 
catch to the estate. 


In addition, the new regulations enjoin foreign tuna fishing companies to enter 
into 50-50 joint ventures with Ghanaian partners with the eventual aim of the 
Ghanaian partners taking over full ownership. 


These were disclosed by the Vice-President, Dr J W. S. de Graft-Johnson at a 
welcome ceremony here yesterday for a new 871.18 tonne tuna vessel the "Gold 
Coats" belonging to Mankoadze Fisheries Limited. 


Dr de Graft-Johneon pointed out that up to the end of 1979 foreign tuna fisher- 
men paid a paltry fee of 8.50 US dollars per tonne for fish they took away while 
the price of tuna averaged 800 US dollars a tonne. 


He noted that since 1973 the Korean and Japanese tuna vessels based in Ghana had 
increased upon their tuna production from 6,000 tonnes to between 30,000 and 
40,000 tonnes annually. 


He regretted that “While these foreign fishing companies derive commercial 
bounties from our waters, the inactivity of Ghanaian fishing fleet, forces the 
Government to spend 20 million dollars annually from our scarce foreign exchange 
resources to import canned fish mostly from Japan." 


The Vice-President praised the Star Kist Foods of California for being the only 
foreign tuna firm operating in Ghana that had established joint ventures with the 
Mankoadze Fisheries for tuna fishing and canning and also assisting Tema Food 
Complex Corporation to produce canned tuna."

FISHING PROPOSAL REJECTED~--Brussele--Agriculture and Fisherivs Minister 
Poul Dalsager has rejected a compromise proposal on the allocation of fish 
quotas in the common market. He said that Denmark would rather do without 
a joint fisheries policy than accept a drastic reduction in its catches. 
"We have managed for many years without a joint fisheries puiicy and we can 
do so in the future if we have to,” Poul Dalsager said. At the same time 
he admitted that "Denmark is now isolated in the Council of Ministers." 
Dalsager was referring to a compromise proposal made by the Luxembourg 
chairman. Compared with previous proposals from the EEC Commission it 
contains a dramatic reduction in Denmark's catch potential, at the same 
time as Britain's share is sharply increased. According to the EEC 
Commission's proposal the Danish share would be 32 percent, but the 
Luxembourg chairman has cut this to 26.4 percent. The EEC Commission had 
allotted Great Britain 31 percent, and it is now proposed that this be 
increased to 35.? percent. For the other nations the percentages are 
almost unchanged--a small cut for the Netherlands and a little more for 
West Germany and Ireland.

FISHING ZONE LIMITS EXTENDED--Heleinki (Tidningarnas Telegrambyra) Finland has 
decided to extend its fishing zone. The Government proposed in a bill to Parliament 
that the fishing sone in the Gulf of Finland and in the northern Baltic Sea be 
extended somewhat to the south. It is proposed to keep the “ishing zone in the 
Gulf of Bothnia and in the northern sector of the Aland Islands unchanged. The 
Government points out that the extension is based on agreements with Sweden and 

the Soviet Unir... This is being done because of its significance for fishing 

and for conservation of fish stocks. Through an extension of the fishing zone 

the catch quotas assigned to Finland can be assured.
